| definite and adequate yearly allowance or 
| subsidy from the Dominion parliament for 
| carrying on the government of the Terri- 
tories, in place of the yearly vote now given 
| which may be increased or decreased with- 
| ont regard to the arrangements of the 
| Territorial government or the necessities of 
| the Territories. It is absolutely necessary 

that the finances of the Territories should 
be placed on some more permanent footing 
| before they can be administered to the best 
advantage of the people of the Territories 
and according to their requirements. 

The action of the assembly in assimilating 
the school system of the Territories to that- 
_of Ontario with a view of increasing effi- 
| ciency and decreasing expense received my 
| support. It is to be regretted that the 
change was not effected without certain 
friction and complaints. In regard to this 
I may say that while I believe the first 
consideration should be the efficiency of the 
schools, it has always been my desire and 
| effort to avoid unfairness or giving cause of 

complaint where it could reasonably be 
| avoided. 

The adoption of a liquor license law for | 
the Territories was opposed by me. Be- 
| lieving the liquor traffic to bean evil I am |

| compelled to vote against its being licensed. 
| As long as the traffic is licensed I believe 
| that it should be confined strictly to necess- 
| ary and reputable hotels, and such whole- 
| sale establishments as may be reasonably 
| necessary to supply those hotels. 
In the matter of expenditures on public 
works I have supported the system of an 
equal division of the public works money 
| amongst the various constituencies, as being 
| a system that gave every member a direct 
| interest in keeping down other expenditures 
| with a view of increasing the amount avail- 
'able for public works in his district ; and 
| also as a system which left every n.ember 
free to vote for every measure that came up 

on its merits without the possibility of 
pressure being brought to bear upon him by 
the offer of money for expenditure in his 
constituency. Chiefly as a result of that 
system we have a larger proportion of our 
total revenue returned direct to the people 
in aid to schools and in public works than in 
any of the provinces, and have made more 
rapid progress towards constitutional gov- 
ernment than would have been possible 
otherwise. No doubt the advancement of 
the Territories will make changes in the 
details of this system of expenditure neces- 
sary, but I believe the principle is still 
sound as applied to the Territories.
